MOSSADEGH AND 3 AIDS 
ARRESTED, EX-PREMIER 
HELD IN SECRET PLACE 


WORKERS STRIKE: 
ALL-NIGHT TALKS 


GIVES SELF UP 
AFTER PROMISE 
OF PROTECTION, 
EYEWITNESS SAYS 


Trouble Reported in 
Tribal Area Loyal to 
Deposed Prime Minis- 
ter — Anti-Zahedi 
Move Is Rumored. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 20 (AP) — 
Premier Fazollah Zahedi’s forces 
today arrested Mohammed Mos- 
sadegh and three of his lieuten- 
ants in a house in the center of 
Tehran. 

The arrest of the’ former 
Premier, who until yesterday 
held Iran in a virtual dictator- 
ship, quashed earlier reports 
that he had escaped from the 
shambles of his fortified house 
in Zahedi’s royalist counter-rev- 
olution and taken refugee with 
friendly Kashghai tribesmen in- 
the south, 

The three arrested with him 
were Ali Shayegan, Mossadegh’s 

. top political expert; Gholam Hos- 
sein Sadighi, his interior minis- 
ter, and Seifollah Moazami, the 
former post and telegraph min- 
ister. 

Taken to Strongpoint, 

Mossadegh was taken to a se- 
cret strongpoint somewhere in 
the capital for safekeeping. His 
diehard bodyguard put up a des- 
perate battle yesterday at his 
home where 200 of the 300 casu- 
alties in the counter-revolution 
occurred, 

An eyewitness said Mos- 
sadegh, clad in pink pajamas, 
surrendered to Gen, Zahedi in 
the latter’s office at the Cen- 
tral Officers clubeat 7 p.m. (11 
a.m., St. Louis time.) 

Pale, barely able to walk and 
visibly depressed, the old ex- 
Premier, whose exact age is his 
own secret, weakly returned 
salutes of Zahedi’s guards as he 


limped into the club to meet 
the man who had swept him 
from power, 

The eyewitness said Mos- 
sadegh telephoned Zahedi at his 
office and said he was ready 
to surrender under the terms 
of Zahedi’s proclamation this 
morning guaranteeing him per- 
sonal protection, 

While Zahedi waited for his 
man, the streets around the 
club were heavily manned by 
troops. Tanks rolled up and 
trained their guns on all ave- 
nues of approach. 

Leaning heavily on a cane and 
appearing on the verge of tears, 
Mossadegh entered an elevator 
with the three others who sur- 
rendered, and a party of guards. 

As he entered Zahedi’s office, 
the new Premier sprang from 


_ his chair, stretched out his hand 


and- said, “Salaam aleykom” 
(peace be with you). 

Whoever says that phrase first 
in Iran does so as a mark of re- 
spect. 

Smiling wanly. and bowing 
stiffly, Mossadegh answered in 
a barely audible tone, “Aleykom 
salaam” (and with you be peace). 

Three days before, Mossadegh 
had given Zahedi 24 hours to

He fixed it 

quickly and drove off with the 

car and her purse containing 
$50, she told police, 


was told the infant had been | pe 


RABAT, Morocco,. Aug. 20 
(UP) — Nationalist, anti-French 
Sultan Sidi Mohammed Ben 
Youssef. was ousted from his 
throne by France today and was 
flown with his two sons to exile 
in Corsica. 


The Frenck government, al- 
though pledged to support the 
Sultan despite his bitter opposi- 
tion to French rule, dethroned 
him at the demand of pro- 
French tribal leaders—a demand 
so. clamorous that civil war 
threatened. 

Sidi Mohammed Ben Moulay 
Arafa, a close relative of the 
ousted Moroccan leader, was ex- 
pected to the named Sultan to- 
morrow. A few days ago he was 
named supreme Moslem réligious 
leader, Grand Iman, by rebel- 
lious Berber tribal leaders. 

A few hours after his exile 
was ordered, the Sultan and his 
sons left in a French Air Force 
plane for exile in Corsica, off 
the southeast coast of France. 

Under normal procedure, -a 
successor to the Sultan would 
be chosen at a meeting of the 
nation’s caids and pashas, the 
triba] leaders, and confirmed by 
Morocco’s ulemas, the Moslem 
religious scholars. An _ early 
election conclave was expected, 

The action was a triumph for 
the Sultan’s enemies, led by 
Pasha Thami el Glaoui of Mar- 
rakech, ruler of 2,000,000 Ber- 


rs. 

The 75-year-old El Glaoui, 
who has been seeking the Sul- 
tan’s scalp for years, charged 
the 44-year-old ruler, who also 
was the Moslem spiritual leader 
of Morocco, with “impiety” and 
“modernism.”

Supervisors Take Over. 

Through the early hours of 
the morning as company and 
union negotiators, with the help 
of ‘state and federal] mediators, 
attempted to hammer out an 
agreement, supervisory em- 
ployes entered exchanges to 
take over switchboards and 
other equipment if the strike 
came off. 

There were no reports of vio- 
lence but at the toll exchange 
at Beaumont avenue and Locust 
street, which is otcupied by 
Southwestern Bell and its parent 
company, American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., employes 
crossing picket lines to go to 
work were heckled by strikers. 

At the company’s main office 
at 1010 Pine street, a group of 
about 25 pickets hailed clerical 
and secretarial workers enter- 
ing the building with cries of 
“scab” and “we're on strike.” 

First Users to Be Affected. 

First effects of the strike were 
felt by users of méanual tele- 
phone equipment and by per- 
sons placing long-distance calls. 
Of the 445,000 telephones in the 
St. Louis area, only 69,000 are 
manually operated. Throughout 
the Southwestern system, there 
are 1,002,000 manual telephones 
compared with 3,100,000 dial 
telephones. 

A company spokesman said 
“we will do our best” to provide 
adequate long distance service 
with supervisory employes and 
added he expected the service 
to remain normal. 

Asked about supervisors who 
were seen entering the main 
exchange carrying suitcases, the 
spokesman said that supervisors 
were preparing to remain in the 
exchanges, around the clock if 
necessary, to maintain service. 

Strikers at the Locust street 
toll building told reporters there 
was sufficient food inside to take 
care of the supervisory oper- 
ators indefinitely. The company 
operates a cafeteria there. 

Pickets at the long lines di- 
vision had a morning snack 
when .a doughnut vendor who 
regularly enters the building on 
his route refused to cross the 
picket line and instead gave 
away his doughnuts to the strik- 

ers outside.

withdraw its name from consid- 
eration as a participant and thus 
avoid a showdown, it was further 
learned. The United States is 
urging this course of action on 
the Indian Government in New 
Delhi, it is reported here.

In substance, however, his ad- 
dress was a devastating analysis 
of flaws in the Soviet position, 
all the more effective because 
of the wit with which it was de- 
livered. 

Russia’s proposal for the con- 
ference is illogical, unreason- 
able, and unworkable, Lioyd 
said—even if he did smile when 
he said it. 

Lloyd followed Mme. Ger- 
truda Sekaninova-Cakrtova, of 
Czechoslovakia, and Selim 
Sarper, of Turkey. 

To nobody’s apparent surprise, 
Mme. Sekaninova stanchly up- 
held the Russians and appealed 
to all men of good will to vote 
for the Soviet resolution now 
before the Political Committee. 


Soviet Proposal. 


The resolution provides for 
Inviting 11 and only 11 govern- 
ments to participate in the Ko- 
rean vonference—the United 
States, Britain, France, Russia, 
India, Communist China, Po- 
land, Sweden, Burma, North Ko- 
rea and South Korea. It further 
includes a provision which ap- 
parently would give a _ veto 
power on the political confer- 
ence’s decisions to the North 
Koreans and Chinese Commu- 
nists but not to South Korea. 

Sarper opposed the Russian 
draft resolution, as Lloyd was to 
do later.

“Just now, 
unhappily, our prestige and mor- 
al influence have declined, to- 
gether with faith in our judg- 
ment and our leadership.” 

Early in the conference, the 
former Illinois Governor said 
he wished to dispose of the 
question which had been “haunt- 
ing” him ever since he set out 
last March on his global tour to 
assess the international political 
situation. 

He said with a smile: “I don’t 
know whether I’m going to run 
for President in 1956, and if I 
did know, I wouldn't tell you.” 

Stevenson said he did not 
wish to be interpreted as pessi- 
mistic about the position of the 
United States as leader of the 
free world alliance. 


Blurred Reflection. 


“In its broad outlines, the 
image of a magnanimous Amer- 
ica still stands out, clear and 
radiant,” he said. “But in de- 
tail the reflection is blurred and 
distorted. There is an impres- 
sion that we are inflexible and 
erratic.” 

He said that following Premier 
Stalin’s death, Russia has 
“changed its tactics and begun 
a cautious retreat.” But he said 
there was no certain evidence 
that the Red’s long term objec- 
tive of world domination had 
changed. He said Russia.would 
exploit every evidence of dis- 
unity in the free world. 


Asked if he had been invited 
by the Administration to give 
his views on his world tour, 
Stevenson replied, “No, I have 
not.” 
He brought loud laughter 
when he was questioned about 
the situation in Iran by saying, 
“I don’t feel I should comment, 
because I understand there have 
been new developments this 
morning, I understand that Dr. 
Mossadegh has also fled. Maybe 
there’s room for an ambitious 
politician.” 

Asked his opinion of Russia's 
caper of the hydrogen bomb, 

e said, “I hope that knowledge ' 
that the hydrogen bomb is in 
Russia will not create an atmos- 
phere of greater alarm and ten- 
sion. That is exactly what Rus- 
sia wants.” 


Stevenson said he would make 
a fuller report to the American 
people by radio and television 
on his “personal” tour in Chi- 
cago Sept. 15 at the close of a 
two-day Democratic party rally 
organized to welcome him home. 

At his press conference, Stev- 
enson was briefly critical of the 
Administration, noting a danger 
in the recent cut in the defense 
buildup, a growing tendency to- 
ward “no aid and no trade” with 
foreign nations, book burning, 
purges and invasion of executive 
responsibility. 

Congratulates Democrats. 

He congratulated the Demo- 
cratic minority in Congress for 
making a record “of which I for 
one am proud and thankful, and 
for which the President should 
be even more thankful.” He said 
its record had been “opposition 
at its best.” 

Stevenson told one questioner 
that on his trip abroad, “the 
question put to me the most oft- 
en was about McCarthyism. I at- 
tempted to answer the question 
in two ways. First that this was 
a question which I felt had been 
magnified out of its proper pro- 
portion abroad, and second, that 
I would have more to say about

it when I got home. And I 
probably will.” 

He was lavish in praise of 
Americans in the foreign service 
who ne said enjoy “good will 
and respect” in their stations. 

“I hope prompt and decisive 
steps will be taken to restore the 
self-confidence and initiative of 
our foreign services which have 
been sadly undermined of late 
from home,” he said. 

Arrives by Plane. 

Stevenson arrived here by 
plahe today after his six months 
globe-circling tour from Nice, 
France, where he had been rest- 
ing. 

Stevenson was accompanied by 
his 17-year-old son, John Fell 
Stevenson, and his administra- 
tive assistant, William McCor- 
mick Blair of Chicago. He said 
it was always good to be home 
“but it has never seemed quite 
so good to me as this morning.” 

Describing his tour of 30 na- 
tions as a “sobering experience,” 
Stevenson said he found “much 
of hope and expectation” wher- 
ever he went despite the many 
tensions and troubles abroad in 
the world. 

“One thing I can report with 
certainty,” he said. “That is, that 
on the lips of every one aill 
through the vast regions of this 
tormented earth there is a pray- 
er for peace. 

“In the months before us, I 
hope and trust we will find the 
means, will and, if you please, 
the determination to hold this 
grand alliance of the free peo- 
ples of the world together. 
There is no one else but the 
United States to do it.” 

Met By Big Delegation. 

The 53-year-old Stevenson was 
met by a large delegation of 
political associates and friends 
including his 1952 campaign 
manager, Wilson Wyatt; Richard 
H. Balch, New York state Demo- 
cratic chairman; Clayton Frit- 
chie, deputy chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee; 
former Mutual ‘Security Admin- 
istrator W. Averell Harriman; 
George Ball, a former law part- 
ner; Gardner Cowles, publisher 
of Look magazine, and Barry 
Bingham, president of the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal and Louis- 
ville Times Co. 

Stevenson, who looked rested, 
will return to his home in Chi- 
cago later today. He said he in- 
tended to do some “reading and 
some plain, ordinary, quiet liv- 
ing.” He noted drily that he also 
had “a living to make.” 

The Democratic party has in- 
dicated it will try to reap the 
greatest possible political har- 
vest from Stevenson’s tour while 
the news of his visits to Japan, 
Korea, Indochina, India, Yugo- 
slavia and other hot spots is still 
fresh in the public mind. 

The most elaborate function 
will be the 1952 standard-bear- 
er’s appearance at a two-day 
Democratic party meeting in 
Chicago Sept. 14-15. 

The Chicago meeting also will 
make it clear, however, that 
Stevenson is not alone among 
potential Democratic candidates 
for 1956. The conference also is 
expected to include preliminary 
politicking by such other con- 
tenders as Senators Estes Ke- 
fauver of Tennessee, Robert S. 
Kerr of Oklahoma and Stuart 
Symington of Missouri, and 
Gov. G. Mennen Williams of

Limitations of Radar. 

Even such an expenditure 
would not make the warning 
system completely effective.

The Russians are ahead of us 
in guided missiles and could 
launch guided missiles with 
atomic or thermonuclear war- 
heads from submarines. These 
various methods would be hard- 
er to cope with than delivery of 
the bomb by aircraft. 

Improvement Since 1949. 

The present reaction to the 
explosion of the Soviet H-bomb 
is a demand that more be done 
about air defense. The same 
reaction took place in 1949, four 
years ago, when the Russians ex- 
ploded the first A-bomb. There 
has been a material improve- 
ment in air defense since that 
time, but not enough to provide 
' g reasonable counter to the mag- 
nitude of the threat. It should 
be remarked that the budget re- 
ductions this year in the armed 
forces did not cut back any funds 
for air defense.

8 U.S. JETS FLY 
NON-STOP FROM 
U.S. TO MOROCCO 


OMAHA, Aug. 20 (AP)—Eight 
F-84G thunderjet fighter planes 
from Turner Air Force base, Al- 
bany, Ga., landed at Nouasseur, 
French Morocco, North Africa 
today to romplete the longest 
overwater, non-stop jet fighter 
flight in United States Air Force 
history, Strategic Air Command 
headquarters announced here.

Morse said he did not expect 
to regain his seat on the Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committee. 
Morse, who. quit the Republican 
party to campaign against Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in last fall’s 
election, was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Armed Services and 
Labor committees.

~ WORKER PORTRAYED 


Has Family, Likes Job, Has 
Been With Firm 5 Years, 
Study Shows. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 20 (INS)— 
The “ideal” American factory 
worker is an older man wit 
a wife and children who has 
been with the company more 
than five years and boasts previ- 
ous experience. 

He likes his job, hours, super- 
visor, his company’s “reason- 
able” production goals and feels 
his employers want to hear his 
gripes. 

This is the portrait painted in 
a study conducted at the Cater- 
pillar Tractor Co. in Peoria, IIl., 
by the Survey Research Center 
of the University of Michigan. 

The study, which includes 11 
volumes of statistics, was de- 
signed to explain what makes a 
worker good, bad or indifferent. 

The results show 10 simple 
factors influence the workers 
productivity: 

1, Length of employment. More 
than five years with the same 
company shows increased pro- 
ductivity. ¢ 

2. The amount of previous ex- 
perience before joining-the com- 
pany. 

3. The number of dependents.

Designing Woman 


Draperies for French Door 
By Elizabeth Hillyer 


S IN the case with most 

drapery and curtain ques- 

tions, the right rod is the 
answer. Mrs. C. D. S. asks, “How 
can draperies be hung on French 
doors—that is, so the door can 
be opened and closed? And I'd 
like the draperies to match those 
at the windows.” 

The draperies for the doors 
can be made exactly like those 
for ‘the windows, Mrs. S.,, and 
hung the same way, on traverse 
rods. 

Traverse rods, of course, allow 
the draperies to be closed, as 
they’re seen here on the doors, 
or open as they’re shown on the 
window, and when both are 
closed the effect of the door will 
be the same as that of the win- 
dows. 

Special rods are made for 
swinging doors. Both a right 

hand and a left hand rod is need- 

ed for the doors and the ends of 

each rod attach to the door 
’ frame on one side and to the 
door on the other, 

As shown by the sketch of the 
doors with the rods in place, the 
rods hold the drapery high so 
pinch pleats cover the top of the 
door frame.

We do think that you might both feel better if you 
just check with your pediatrician to see what he thinks 
about your daughter’s weight. However, we know that a 
marked increase of appetite shows up in many children 
around eight years of age and that appetites are commonly 
tremendous from 10 right through 14 years of age. Weight 
gains are correspondingly large. This is just a part of 
growth with many children. 

Often parents, or children themselves, try to cut down 
the food intake. It usually does not do too much good. 
Usually after 14 the appetite diminishes, figures take better 
shape, and the whole crisis, if it it a crisis, is past. 

It is, however, not fair to think of the 10 to 14-year- 
old as you would think of an adult. Pte-adolescents and 
adolescents just eat a lot, and they do fill out tremendously. 
From what you say it seems to me that your daughter is 
behaving in a fairly customary way for one of her age 
(so far as we can judge) personality type. However, a 
check with your pediatrician would put everybody's mind 
at ease.
